Tux decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court sustaining the local option law 
seems to be but a reiteration of its re- 
peated rulings on the identical points in- 
volved in other enactments that were at- 
tacked as unconstitutional. The court 
does not attempt to reconcile theserulings 
with the apparently conflicting decision 
in the stock law case. It contents itself 
with citations from decisions of Missouri 
and other State courts, showing that the 
weight of authority concedes the power of 
the Legislature to make the operation of 
a general statute in any particular part 
of] the State contingent upon the will of 
the local population. This interpreta- 
tion is certainly in accord with 
the principle and policy of local self- 
government. It permits the Legisla- 
ture to adapt its general legisiation to 
local necessities and preferences to a 
proper and wholesome extent. If the re- 
striction with reference to special legisla- 
tion deprived the Legislature of the power 
to do this, and if doing this were equiva- 
lent to a delegation of Jegislative author- 
ity, we should have to amend the Consti- 
tution in that respect. The court holds 
that the local option law is no more a 
special or local law, and no more a dele- 
gation or a shirking of legislative author- 
ity, than is that provision of the dram- 
shop law which makes the written con- 
sent of the residents ina city block a con- 
dition precedent to the licensing ofa sa- 
loon in that block.

DENNIS KEARNEY’s DOWNFALL. 


Why the Sand-Lot Orator is New Living in 
. Obscurity—Secret History.. 
‘*Althongh the fact that Dennis Kearney lost 
his influence with the mob element of San 
Francisco is well known,’’ said George H. 
Pearson of Oakland, Cal., to a Post-DIsPATOH 
reporter, ‘‘few know the reason that his 
power so suddenly collapsed. The inside his- 
tory of it is as follows: Anumber of the lead- 
ing men of San Franciseo bad been making use 
ot Kearney for political effect, and, as often 
happens, they could not control the power 
they had called into existence. Kearney 
an his Sand-lot g grew 
more and more violent; out- 
rage followed outrage, and there seemed 
to no way of checking theevil. At last a 
mass-meeting of Sand-lotters was called, with 
the avowed purpose of marching on China- 
town and utterly destroying that quarter. 
Universal consternation pervaded the city 
not on account of the danger that threatened 
the Chinese, but because the mansions of the 
reilroad and bonanga magnates apon Nob 
Hill were but two or three squares from the 
oint where the mob would make ite attack. 
once the mob got possession of Chinatown 
every reflecting man knew that its violence 
would , lead to attack the houses 
of men on fornia 
street, one could tell 
where the trouble would stop. Recognizing the 
iminence of the danger, a deputation of 
citizens called upon William T. Coleman and 
asked him to do what he could to stop the mob. 
It was suspected by many that in the early 
days of the Sand-lot excitement Coleman had 
been a secret ally of Kearney’s, but it was 
known that he had severed all connection 
with him. Mr. Coleman had been the Chair- 
man of the famous Vigilance Committee of 
1855, and his name was dreaded by all evil- 
doers.

In the City’s Favor. 


City Counsellor Bell to-day said that the 
Supreme Court yesterday decided two cases 
in favor of the city that are of considerable 
importance.

about five hundred feet south of Mr. Rude’s 
roperty. 6 judgment was reversed, the 
court holding that the city could not be beid in 
damages for such obstructions. This decision 
disposes of a large number of other cases 
a against the city for the obstruction of 
est Jefferson avenue by the railway Ss, 
and relieves the city from Nability for the 
same.

Champion Sullivan Pronounces It the 
Gamest Fight Between Big Men Ever 
Fought — Eugene Bogardus Dead—Ball

The prize fight between Jem Smith of En- 
gland and Jake Kilrain of Baltimore, full 
details of which were printed in the extra 

tion of the Post-DisPaTcH yesterday, took 
place in France yesterday, and had not dark- 
nés@ interfered the mill would have probably 
beetiwon by the American. As it was, 105 
rounds were fought, at the end of which 
Kilrain had the best of it.. The following cable 
gives a resume of the battle: 

LonDoN, December 20.—Smith showed coh- 
siderable smartness in the first round, but was 
unable to get hometo any advantage in the 
second round. The exchanges were rapid,but 
promptly met on both sides. Both men were 
ecooland determined. In succeeding rounds 
Kilrain showed great judgment and landed 
some heavy blows on his opponent, who 
quickly retaliated by a full blow in the face, 
drawing first blood, which was claimed and 
allowed. Kilrain, however, soon afterwards 
knocked Smith clean down, and the English 
champion’s seconds, then realizing that the 
American could not be settled off-hand, 
ordered a waiting fight. Smith by the end of 
the thirtieth round showed some signs 
of weakening and went down frequently, 


the rounds being thus of very short duration. 
Kilrain, though he had severe punishment, 
was still strong, and showed himself a pow- 
erful fighter at close og ay landing some 
terrible body blows. His long reach and 
greater weight and superior height stood him 
in good stead. Smith, however, came up 
gamely time after time, and still the monoto- 
nous rounds went on. A few exchanges, and 
then the Englishman would go down, retire to 
his corner, and after the regular spell come 
up smiling for the next round. It was 
fighting against time, a_ test of en- 
durance, but if the English cham- 
pion was hard as oak the. American 
was as tough as hickory. Meantime the day- 
light was fast fading, and the gloom of the 
night was rapidly settling onthescene. To 
continue the fight would have been unfair to 
both men, and thereupon the referee decided 
to order a draw. Among the English section 
some disappointment was, felt, as it was 
a ey gon the fight was a certainty for Smith. 
mericans present were all confident that 

Kilraie would have won if the contest could 
have been foughttoa finish. If on this point, 
however, opinions were divided, all the En- 
oe present conceded that Kilrain was a

MR. RANDALL’S APPOINTMENT ON THE 
COMMITTEE ON RULES. 


No More Factious Opposition—The Penn- 
sylvania Protectionist to Support the 
Proposed Tariff Measure—Dibble’s Reso- 
lution—Lamar’s Nomination Before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee—Senator 
Butler Poking Fun at Senator Sawyer. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 20.—As the 
POST-DISPATCH predicted more than a week 
ago Speaker Carlisle yesterday appointed Mr. 
Randall on the Committee on Rules. The 
other members of the committee are Mills of 
Texas, Reed of Maine, Cannon of Illinois and 
the Speaker. The plecingof Mr. Randall on 
this committee and the determination to also 
make him Chairman of the Committee on Ap- 
priations is considered conclusive evidence 
that the conflicting interests of the 
party have been harmonized and that 
it will go ,into the coming campaign 
with united front. The presence of 
Mr. Randall on the Committee on Rules will 
have a most important bearing on the ex- 
pected tariff bill. The momentous question 
that has agitated the Speaker has been as to 
the composition of the Committee on Rules. 
By his prominence in the House and long 
service Mr. Randall was entitled to a place on 
this committee and the Speaker felt great 
delicacy in ignoring what he believed to be a 
just claim. Atthe sametime the success of 
the vital question of the present Congress— 
tife tariff bill—was to be largely influenced by 
the decisions of the Committee on Rules. To 
have a member ofghis committee at variance 
with any propositions that might come up to 
assist along the tariff bill would 
jeopardize the passage of the 
revenue reform measure. Mr. Randall was be- 
lieved to be opposed to such a bill. The im- 
portant rule’ which the Speaker contemplates 
is the amendment ofthe rules governing de- 
bate inthe committee of the whole, so as to 
limit the time. Itis anticipated thatthe Ke- 
publicans, under the leadership of Reed, may 
try to tire everybody out and throw obstacles 
in the way by unnecessary long debate. The 
probability is that nearly every member of the 
House will have something to say on the tariff 
bill, and unless a limit isset it is doubtful if 
the bill be passed this session. 

NO FACTIOUS OPPOSITION. 

The decision of the Speaker to give Mr. Ran- 
dali a place on the Rules Committee and also 
to make him the chairman of the second most 
important committee, is interpreted to mean 
that the Representative from Pennsylvania 
will not interpose any factious opposition to 
the wishes of the President, but that he will 
give support tothe proposed tariff measure. 
Therefore the Democrats and Republicans 
both feel that there will be no fight this win- 
ter, such as that which divided the Democrat- 
ic majority at the last session. The,tariff bill, 
under the guiding hand of Mr. Mills of the 
Ways and Means Committee, will be speed- 
ily perfected and reported to the 


House, and there is every likelihood 
that it will be passed without very extended 
debate. Thattherehas been athorough un- 
derstanding between the Speaker and Mr. 
Randell for some time past has been very 
evident in the debates on the floor of the 
House. The compromise which has been 
effected between theese leading exponents of 
the extreme tariff views, was effected nearly 
as long ago as the opening of the House, and 
has frequently been apparent to careful 
observers. That Mr. Carlisie is determined to 
place Mr. Randali at the head of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations, leading Democrats 
have known for many days. Mr. 
Randall has carried himself on the 
floor of the House as though he was 
perfectly assured of his position, 
and his associates have lately conceded tne 
piace tohim. Whenevera measure likely to 
come before the Appropriations Committee in 
any form, or affecting that committee in any 
way, has been introduced, Mr. Randall has at 
once been turned to as the properly accredited 
spokesman and his views have generally pre- 
vailed. It has peace the subject of a deal of ef- 
fort with him to prevent troublesome meas- 
nres, not + sags esha to the work of 
the committees, m being referred toit. He 
has already defeated several such attempts to 
load up the committee and he is evidently pre- 
paring for a vigorous campaign on the annual 
appropriation bills. Yesterday afternoon, 
however, he failed to prevent the 
House from PB arg to the com- 
mittee a measure which will cause 
no end of disru tion before it finally is re- 
ported back, Afterthe Committee on Rules

Pugh stated that Mr. Lamar had a high record 
as a vig be in many States. He was admitted 
to the bar in Georgia in 1852, ‘and at once 
began active law practice. Soon after- 
wards he moved to Mississippi and 
peaerees in Holly Springs. The only cessa- 
ion in his practice was for two years, while 
he was a professor at the University,of Missis- 
sippi. He then returned to his profession and 
continued to practice law until the outbreak 
of the war. At its close he again resumed the 
law practice and had a clientage at the time he 
was elected to Congress in 1875, Raving served 
as a professor of law for a short time.
